Joseph li lirowii. at tho re- 
quest of his constituents, wrote a ring- 
ing letter, which the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion summarize- in a late edition as 
applicable lo the present situation. 


Gov. Itrown stated thai he was op- 


posed to the demonetization, of silver 
and to tho immediate forced resnmi 
lion of gold p'.iyineuts.

both gold and silver us the true basis 
of our currency, and held that the 
banks and tbe government should be 
required to redeem their hills in gold 
or silver, or both. It was his opinion 
that an immediate return to specie pay- 
ments would put the debtor class en- 
tirely at the mercy of the creditor 
class. 
It would cause a shrinkage of 


values and ruin the debtors tort-quire 
them after a certain day, before the 
period of inflation was over, to pay in 
gold the debts contracted on sin infla- 
tion basis. 
Such a policy would work 


general ruin tothodcbtorclas.s.becausi' 
it would give those who had hoai-dcil 
gold an advantage which Ihe.y wouh 
be certain to use in speculation.

to demonetize it and to reduce ils value 
thereby losing the groat, advantagi 
which she should realize from it. in hei 
commerce with the eastern nations i 
competition with Kngland and 
to- 


many, who use the gold standard 
Why not hold onto this advantage, an 
gain a firm foothold on the trade • 
China and India and the hundred-, i: 
millions of population of Asia, win 
prefer and use the silver standard'.'"

tains, but It has only 130 volumes to 
each 1,000 people.

This 
places our state sixth In rank, while it 
holds first place In population, wealth 
and educational opportunities.
